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Continuation of 5. Applicants' argument in traversal of the rejection over Lassalle '424 does not remove the rejection because the 
argument regarding particle size is directed to limitations which are not found in the claims. Specifically, the argument relies on a 
calculated "average" size of the reference particles, yet there is nothing in the claims which requires the claimed particle size range to be 
limited to the average size. The reference examples provide explicit disclosure of polymers comprising a significant fraction of particles 
within the claimed range, and therefore the reference example meet the "particle size" limitation. Regarding the product-by-process 
limitations, these limitations are exceptionally broad, wherein the catalyst includes any Ti(IV) compound reacted with any 
organoaluminum mixed under conditions which appear to be entirely conventional. The reference examples explicitly state in the catalyst 
preparation steps that Ti(IV) is included, and applicants have failed to show that the reference catalyst composition would not contain 
any Ti(IV) at the time of contact with organoaluminum. 
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
